In my last column, I tried to ex­ 
plain briefly the theory of flight. 
It was pointed out th at the airplane 
wing functions exactly like th a t of 
the bird except that it does not pro­ 
vide propulsion.

properly designed airplanes. 
Now I want to show what h ap ­ 
pens whim a plane loses speed or, in 
short, what occurs when the air s !

'ships. 
Remember 
th a t a vacuum 
j is found on the top 
of 
the 
wing 
which sucks the wing upward with I 
the aid of the force on the bottom 
surface 
Suppose a plane is flying 
| level 
It starts to climb steeply and 
loses speed gradually until a point is j 
I reached at which the 
vacuum 
on 
the top of the lifting surface is de- 
; st royed. 
Technically, 
this 
is called 
the 
"furtle point’’ and the 
ship is now 
in a stalled position. 
Several years ago m ost ships had 
a tendency to fall into a tail spin at 
this point with fatal 
results 
to 
their occupants. 
More pilots have 
been killed in “spins” than for any 
other 
reason. 
Now, 
however, 
all 
ships are so stable th a t it is actually 
difficult to put them in the “spin ’ 
When they are stalled they m erely 
drop the nose and 
dive 
slightly 
until sufficient 
flying 
speed is a t­ 
tained. or in other words, until the 
lifting surface Is allowed once more 
to function properly. 
The speed at 
which

ships stall varies according to size, 
horsepower, etc. 
The stalling speed

I is just a little bit faster than the

plane which stalls at 40 M P H will 
land at about 45 M P H air spied 
We 1 peak of air speed as the s|jeed 
of the ship through the air, not 
over the ground.
